Claims 61-78 are narrower than patent claims 1-13 of US patent No. 5,883,732 to Takada et al because Claim 61 of the present 
application recites "the curvatures in the main and sub-scanning directions are rotationally non-symmetrical with respect to the optical 
axis" (claim 61, last two lines) and Takada et al patent claim 1 discloses "the curvatures in the main and sub-scanning directions are 
non-symmetrical with respect to the optical axis" (patent claim 1, last three lines). There is no recitation of "rotationally" in the patent 
claim 1. Thus, there are no interferences between application claims and the patent claims.
